The sun is in the pits of the deepest solar minimum in 
nearly a century. Weeks and sometimes whole months 
go by without even a single tiny sunspot. The quiet has 
dragged out for more than two years, prompting some 
observers to wonder, are sunspots disappearing? 


"Personally, I'm betting that sunspots are coming 
back," says researcher Matt Penn of the National Solar 
Observatory (NSO) in Tucson, Arizona. But, he al- 
lows, "there is some evidence that they won't." 


Penn's colleague Bill Livingston of the NSO has been 
measuring the magnetic fields of sunspots for the past 
17 years, and he has found a remarkable trend. Sun- 
spot magnetism is on the decline:

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"Sunspot magnetic fields are drop- 
ping by about 50 gauss per year," says Penn. "If we 
extrapolate this trend into the future, sunspots could 
completely vanish around the year 2015." 


This disappearing act is possible because sunspots are 
made of magnetism. The "firmament" of a sunspot is 
not matter but rather a strong magnetic field that ap- 
pears dark because it blocks the upflow of heat from 
the sun's interior. If Earth lost its magnetic field, the 
solid planet would remain intact, but if a sunspot 
loses its magnetism, it ceases to exist. 


"According to our measurements, sunspots seem to 
form only if the magnetic field is stronger than about 
1500 gauss," says Livingston. "If the current trend 
continues, we'll hit that threshold in the near future, 
and solar magnetic fields would become too weak to 
form sunspots." 


"This work has caused a sensation in the field of solar 
physics," comments NASA sunspot expert David 
Hathaway, who is not directly involved in the re- 
search. "It's controversial stuff." 


The controversy is not about the data. "We know 
Livingston and Penn are excellent observers," says 
Hathaway. "The trend that they have discovered ap- 
pears to be real." The part colleagues have trouble 
believing is the extrapolation. Hathaway notes that 
most of their data were taken after the maximum of 
Solar Cycle 23 (2000-2002) when sunspot activity 
naturally began to decline. "The drop in magnetic 
fields could be a normal aspect of the solar cycle and 
not a sign that sunspots are permanently vanishing." 


Penn himself wonders about these points. "Our tech- 
nique is relatively new and the data stretches back in 
time only 17 years. We could be observing a tempo- 
rary downturn that will reverse itself." 


The technique they're using was pioneered by 
Livingston at the McMath-Pierce solar telescope near 
Tucson. He looks at a spectral line emitted by iron 
atoms in the sun's atmosphere. Sunspot magnetic 
fields cause the line to split in two—an effect called 
"Zeeman splitting" after Dutch physicist Pieter Zee- 
man who discovered the phenomenon in the 19th cen- 
tury. The size of the split reveals the intensity of the 
magnetism.

Astronomers have been measuring sunspot magnetic 
fields in this general way for nearly a century, but 
Livingston added a twist. While most researchers meas- 
ure the splitting of spectral lines in the visible part of 
the sun's spectrum, Livingston decided to try an infra- 
red spectral line. Infrared lines are much more sensitive 
to the Zeeman effect and provide more accurate an- 
swers. Also, he dedicated himself to measuring a large 
number of sunspots—more than 900 between 1998 and 
2005 alone. The combination of accuracy and numbers 
revealed the downturn. 


If sunspots do go away, it wouldn't be the first time. In 
the 17th century, the sun plunged into a 70-year period 
of spotlessness known as the Maunder Minimum that 
still baffles scientists. The sunspot drought began in 
1645 and lasted until 1715; during that time, some of 
the best astronomers in history (e.g., Cassini) monitored 
the sun and failed to count more than a few dozen sun- 
spots per year, compared to the usual thousands. 


"Whether [the current downturn] is an omen of long- 
term sunspot decline, analogous to the Maunder Mini- 
mum, remains to be seen," Livingston and Penn caution 
in a recent issue of EOS. "Other indications of solar ac- 
tivity suggest that sunspots must return in earnest within 
the next year." 


Whatever happens, notes Hathaway, "the sun is behav- 
ing in an interesting way and I believe we're about to 


learn something new."

AARC Election of Officers and Directors 


ARTICLE VI 
PROCEDURE FOR THE ELECTION OF 
OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 


The Voting Members shall elect the officers and 
directors of the corporation by majority vote by submit- 
ting written ballots designating their choice of officers 
and directors prior to October 31° of each year. The 
procedure for election of the officers and directors shall 
be as follows: 

Nominations. The Election Committee shall 
nominate individuals for the open officer and director 
positions at the regular meeting of the members in Sep- 
tember. Members of the corporation may also nomi- 
nate individuals to run for election as officers and/or 
directors at the September meeting. Such nominations 
must be seconded by two members and have the nomi- 
nee’s consent. 

Eligibility. A member may not hold two elected 
offices concurrently. 

Distribution of Ballots. The Secretary shall pre- 
pare and distribute one ballot to elect officers and direc- 
tors to each Voting Member whose address of record is 
within the state of Alaska on or before October 1%. 
Voting Members shall not be permitted to vote by 


proxy. 


Return of Ballots. Completed ballots must be 
returned to the Secretary on or before October 31“ to be 
counted. 

Tabulation. The Secretary shall present the 
sealed ballots to the Election Committee to open and 
tabulate. 

Results. The Election Committee shall deter- 
mine the results of the election and announce the new 
officers and directors at the November regular meeting 
of the members. In the event of a tie, resolution shall 
be decided by a coin toss.

Paragraph III: Elections 


Section A: Election of Corporation officers and Directors 
shall be by written secret ballot. 

Section B: Nominations, election procedures, and timing 
of the elections shall be as follows: 
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July, 2009 - AARC Board Meeting. The election com- 
mittee of Heather Hasper KL7SP, Eric McIntosh 
KL2FM, and Paul Spatzek WL7BF, was established 
with Paul Spatzek, Secretary as Chair. 


August 7, 2009 — The election committee will be an- 
nounced to the membership. Committee Chairman will 
address members on the procedures and timetable. 


September 4, 2009 - Membership meeting. Election 
committee presents slate of candidates to the members. 
Additional nominations will be accepted from the floor. 
After receipt of additional nominations, if any, nomina- 
tions will be closed. 


October - The Secretary shall prepare and distribute, by 
mail or otherwise, one ballot to elect officers and direc- 
tors to each eligible member, as defined in the Bylaws, 
on or before October 1. Ballots must be returned to ar- 
rive by October 31°. 


November 6, 2009 — Membership meeting. Prior to the 
meeting, the Election Committee shall count ballots and 
determine the result of the election. In the event of a tie, 
the winner shall be determined by a coin toss. At the 
meeting, the Chairman of the Election Committee shall 
announce the new Officers and Directors. 


November and December 2009. The newly elected Offi- 
cers and Directors attend Board meetings as non-voting 
participants. 


January 1, 2010. Newly elected Officers and Directors 
assume duties as of January 1 


Section C: Election of Officers shall be by majority 
vote of members voting. 


Section D: Only members in good standing as of the 
close of the September Member Meeting shall 
vote. The Membership Chairman shall notify 
the Secretary, prior to October 1, of the mem- 
bers eligible to vote. 


Section E: Only ballots received by October 31* shall 
be counted. Ballots shall be delivered to the 
Secretary, by mail or otherwise, and submitted 
by the Secretary to the Election Committee. 


No member may be nominated unless he or she has
